Logls Fitzgerald, who was one of the
original trusiges of the -Hyde estate stock and
has been = director and friend of the Hydes
practically from the beginning of the society,
resigned yestepday. The resignation was sent
to Mr. Mortom, but was handed by him to the
secretary of the trustees, 1o be acted on accord-
ing to their judgment. General Fitzgerald was
one of the participators in the syndicate under-
writing=.

Some of theg minority stockholders in the
Equitable are contemplating united action to
test the legality of the election of the nine di-
rectors named by the trustees. These stock-
holders are not satisfied with the Ryan method
of menagement, and they are not sure that even
Paul Morton holds his place legally.

The new girectors will have to be qualified
by stock, they contend, and they say that it
makes no difference whether that stock has
heenn glven to them by James Hazen Hyde or
Thomas F. R Officerz of the Equitable ex-
plali., howevey, that the nine new directors will
bhe elected unher that section of the charter
which saye that a policyholder may become §
Mrector. The Maddox decision in the suit of

MUTU AL INQUIRY BEGINS.

General Distrust Said to Have Been

Moving Cause.

As The Pribune told exclusively several dave
agn, an investigation of the Mutual Life Insur-
shee Compeny i= to be made by the State In-
surance Department, as thorough as that of the
Equitable. An announcement at the offices of
the Mutial yesterday said that arrangements
had been mad= by the officers, and the account-
wnts from the Insurance Department already
were at work. This was also announced at the
local office of the State Insurance Department.
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President McCurdy, who made the raquest for
this investipation, would say nothing about it
yesterday, bul the following statement’ was au-
thorized by one of the officials:

The investigation of this company by the State
Superintendent of Insurance, begun at the re-
quest of Presidest McCurdy, will be as thor-
ough ze it i possible to make 1. The request
for the - investigation was prompted by a de-
gire on the part of the officers of the Mutual
Life to heve the exact status of the company
made clezrly Enrewn to the publlc.

The  life insuranceé atmosphere has been sO
befogged by the troublss in tha Equitable thai
many persons are laboring under the impres-
=ion that others of the big companies are in the
same position as the Equitable. We declded that
the best way to convince the public to the cop-
trary, as least as far as the Mutual Life is con-
cerned, would be to have Mr. Hendricks make a
searching investization: If he finds everything
all right, the pubiic should know {t. ¥f he finds
anvthing wrong. that knowledze shall be equally
the property of the public.

Since the airing of the troubles in the Equita-
hle we have received meny communications
from our agents in various parts of the country,
telling us that it was becoming more and more
difficult to secure business on account of the
growing distrust of the people against all life
insurance companies, and we decided that the
best and quickest way to do away with this
distrust would be by an Investigation, We have
notified all of our agents that the investigation
is to be made, and that. no matter what the out-
come is, the public shall be fully informed of It

It is said that the Investigatlon will be quietly
conducted, and that little of it will be made

known to the general public until Superintendent
Hendricks has his report completed.

GIVES CREDITORS HOPE.

S pellissy Declares Stockholders Are
Liable for Middleton’s Debts.

There now appears to be some chance for the
creditors of Willoughby Middleton, the ex-Teal
estate man, to get back some of the money invested
under his direction. David A. Bpellissy. the lawyer
engaged in the work of investigating the muddie
left by Middleton, has found that, under the lnws
of the District of Columbia, where the New-York
Reaity Corporation was incorporated, stockhelders
are responsible for the liabilities of their corpora-
tions if their stock accounts are not paid up in full.
Mr. Spellissy says he has found evidence that
many of the stockholders have not paid up their
accounts in full

He entered a judgment and issued an execution
yesterday against the corporation on behalf of
thres of its emploves—Miss Bessie Page, Willlam J.
Tessell and Charles H. Powells—who have as-
slgnied the salaries due them fo 8. R. Lash.. ‘the
amount is only $£287, but Mr. JSpellisey does not be-
lieve that that sum can be obtalned from the sale
of the furniture of the company. This furniture
was placed in a storage house sOme time ago by
the secretary, Miss Grace Willlams.

“In case the judgment is not satisfled in full, a Te-
celver will be applied for,” said Mr. Spellissy yes-
tegday. “He will follow up_all the usseis and
rights of the corporation. There may then b=
snme chance of all the victims getting some return
on thelr investments. The recefver will demand
the $100.000 worth of $1.000 gold honds from the
Knickerbocker Safe Deposit Company, and will in-
quire intg all the dealings between the rorporation
and the Knickerbocker Trust Company, the Produce
Exchangs Bank and the Lawyers Title Insurance
Company of New-York. He will be able to ex-
amine witnesses under oath.

U.S. STEEL’S BIG ORDER.

Contract with Pittsburg Company
for a Million Tons.

The Pittsburg Steel Company has closed a con-
tract for the delivery of one milllon tons of billets
to the United States Steel Corporation. It is under-
stood that this contract, the largest of the kind ever
placed, involving about £23,000,000, is on a sliding
scale basis. The Pittsburg Steel Company, as &
result of the favorable contract with the Steel Cor-
poration, will now abandon its plans for {he erec-
tion of stee] works at Monessen.

It was & contract between the Pittsburg Steel

Company and the Republic Iron and Steel Company
for billets about a y=ar ago, it will be remembered,
which nearly disrupted the steel hillet pool.” It is
said that the Republic company has declined an
offer from the Steel Corporation of part of the con-
tract of supplying the million tons of billets.

ECHO OF LEITER WHEAT CORNER.

Suit on Note for $52,000 Alleged To Be Due
from 1898 Transactions.

Joseph Leiter, the Chicago financler, who tried
jn 1838 to corner the wheat market, was the de-
fendant in a suit, the trial of which was begun
vesterday, before Justice MacLean, In the Bupreme
Court. 1t was brought by Willlam ¥. Zeller, a
broker, of No. 2 Wall-st.,, as assignee of the now
| defunct firM of Allen, Greer & Zeller, which for-
| merly did business in Chicago, to recover §52.-
671 97, with interest, being the amount of a promis-
sory note executed by Lelter in 1588 to that firm.
The note was pavahle three years after date and
bore 3 per cent interest.

Leiter makes answer that he gave the note with-
out valid consideration:; that at the time he gave
it he was engaged in buying wheat for his famous
corner, and that he employed the firm of Allen.
Greer & Zeller in his transactions; that as a result
of the speeculation an accounting had in 1888 showed
that he was indebted to the firm to the amount of
201 7. He asserts, however, that the hooks of
the Arm which showed him indebted to it to the
amount named were false and fraudulent and
known to be fraudulent by the plaintiff, to whom
the business of the concern was assigned.

The case went over until the first Monday in Oc-

| FORMER MANAGER MUST TESTIFY.

| and stock, concerning which he refused to be ex-
amined. The receiver admits that Watson turned
over $11,578. in cash, but says he disposed of other
cash and securities.

K0 ADVANCE FOR UNION MEN.

American Sheet Steel Mills Not Forced to
Close Down.

Pittsburg, June 28.—It is learned from a reliable
source to-night that there will be no advance ot
wages for union emploves of the American Bheet
Steel and Tin Plate Company. and that the mills
will not be forced to close down to-morrow on the
expiration of the present scale. While no dercizion
was reached to-day at the conference between the
representatives of the Ahdigamated Association of
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers and the officials of
the American company. it is known that Amaiga-
mated officials telegraphed orders to-night that
neither the United States Stee] Corporation plants
nor those of the independents should be stopped on
expiration of the scaie.

END OF THE FISCAL YEAR.

Treasury Department Estimates the
Deficit at £24.500000.

Washingtoa, June 29.—The foliowing state-
ment of the eperations of the Treasury for the
fiscal vear ending Jume 30, 1005, was made
publie to-day:

The zoverament fiscal year ends 1o-INOTTOW.
The Treasury deficit for the wear will be ap-
proximately $24.500,08K0, This amount is sub-
ject to a slight but not materizl chuonge. The
lagt report of the Secretary of the Treasury esti-
mated a deficit for this fiscal year of $15,000,000,
The actual deficit exceeds this by HEH,000.

The receipts for the fiscal year nave been
about $543.000,000, $2.000,000 more than the re-
ceipts estimated by the Beecreotary of the Treas-
ury in his last report. The expeuditures have
been $567,500,000, or about $5.3 i,u00 more than
was estimated. The month of June just closing
shows a handsome surplus of nearly $1:3,000.000,
and reduced the deficit from ¥3T,500,000 1o
F24,500,000.

A comparison of the receipts of this fiscal
year with these of the preceding year shows
remarkably small changes. Customs receipis
for the fiscal year 1904 were approximoiely
S262.000,000: for this year approximately $261.-
50,000, Internal revenue receipts for 194 were
$232 400,000; for 1805, Sran, ), (MY, Miscel-
laneous receipts in 1904 were $46,700,000; in
1005, $48,000,000.

Comparison of the expenditures of the two
years shows wider variations. Civil - and mis-
cellaneous expenditures in 1904, excluding pay-
mient for the right of way for the Panama Canal
204 the loan to ihe Louisiana Purchase Exposi-
tion Company, were £132,400,000; this year they
were $147,200.000, an increase of £15,000,000, of
which more than half is an increase in the postal
defiefency. War Department expenditures in
1004 were $115.300,000: this year, §122.400,000,
an increase of $7.000000, Navy Department
expenditures - in 1004 were $102,800,000; this
vear, $117.300,000, an incraase of £14, 500, 04000,
Indians, in 1904, $10,400.000; in 1905, $14,600,-
000, an increase of $4,200,000, Pension pay-
ments in 1904, $142,600,000: In 1905, $141,700,-
000, a decrease of $1,000.000, Interest payments
were the same for the®wo vears, $24,500,000,

MAY MEAN RATE WAR.

Reduction of Michigan Central To
Be Met by Other Roads.

Chicagn, June 29.—Reduction of passenger rates to
the East was promised to-day by the Michigan
Central Raflroad, which filed notice with the Inter-
state Commerce Commission that on July 1 it will
sell tickets between Chicago and Eastern points at
the differential rate awarded it by the board of ar-
bitrators.

It is said that the Grand Trunk will meet the
new rates of the Michigan Central by putting in

rates of §16 first class and $15 second class from
Chicago to New-York on July 1. As the matter
now stands, the rates over the Michigan Central to
New-York wiil be $18 and $17. and 32 less over the
Grand Trunk, Erie and Wabash. The rates of the
three latter roads will not agpl)-. however, over the
New-York Central, that road having refused to ac-
cept any differential business except from the Mich-
igan Central.
